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The PnbliBhen, in presentiog '' White's Universal History** to the pablic, 
believe that it is calculated to fill a deficiency, long ezieting in school-bookB, of a 
good and an accurate condensed manual of the History of the World, fitted as an 
essentially appropriate work for schools. Some of those now in nse have been 
long before the public, and since their appearance, many interesting inyestigationB 
have been made, and important facts developed ; some are meagre in their details, 
and the narrations given are proved by later researches to be incorrect ; while none 
embrace a broad and philosophical view of the gatherings of late historians. 

It is believed that the present volume is capable of fulfilling these indications. 
The Author, who has had great experience as a teacher of history, has spent 
several years in the composition of the work ; and every effort has been made to 
insure its accuracy during its passage through the press.

adopt that best suited to those under his charge. The work may be used simply 
as a reading-book ; but a certain portion should be given out for the attentive study 
of the pupil, after which he should be closely questioned, not only as to the more 
general facts, but also the most trivial circumstances recorded." To facilitate this 
exercise on the part of the teacher, the American Editor, Mr. J. S. Hart, has 
added a series of Questions, which will be found very useful to those who prefer 
this mode of instruction. 

In preparing this edition, the American Editor has paid particular attention to 
those portions of the work which treat of American History, making them more 
full, and correcting those mistakes which are inevitable in one residing at such a 
distance from the source of information. His extended and well-earned reputation 
as a teacher, is a sufficient guarantee that whatever has passed under his revision 
will be free from all errors of importance.

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PREFATORY NOTE 

TO TBS 

INDEX OF DR. BUTLER'S ANTDBNT ATLAS. 



It is to be observed in this Index, which is made for the sake of complete and easy refer-* 
ence to the Maps, that the Latitude* and Longitude of Rivers, and names of Countries, are 
given fiom the points where their names happen to be written in the Map, and not from any 
remarkable point, such as their source or embouchure. The same River, Mountain, or CSity» 
&c., occurs in different Maps, but is only mentioned once in the Index, except very large 
Rivers, the names of which are sometimes repeated in the Maps of the different countries ta 
which they belong. 

The quaniiiy of the places mentioned has been ascertained, as far as was in the Author's 
power, with great labor, by reference to the actual authorities, either Greek prose writers, 
(who often, by the help of a long vowel, a diphthcng, or even an accent, afford a clue to 
this,) or to the Greek and Latin poets, without at all trusting to the attempts at marking the 
quantity in more recent works, experience having shown that they are extremely erroneous. 

The Author does not flatter himself that he has altogether succeeded in this extremely 
difficult point, though he has taken great pains with it. In some instances, where there are 
no means of ascertaining the quantity by poetic usage, custom, derivation, or any authentic 
source, and m cases where the syllable is known to be common, or is obviously long, the 
quantity is not marked. 

It is certain that the Antients in very many cases had no settled rules for the quantity of 
proper names. Even in the very best writers we have singular anomalies in the most com«» 
mon, such as Apulia, and Apulia, and Appulus, in Horace ; Sic&nius and Sicaniua, Siciilus 
and Sic^ides, Sidonius and Sid5nius, It&lus and It&lus, in Virgil ; to say nothing of inhn« 
merable instances in other writers* So that they seem in many cases to have reserved to 
themselves the power of making those vowels which are generally called doubtful, either 
long^ or short in the same word, as suited their purpose. Hence we have B&t&vi and Batavi, 
Britanni and Britones, dn;. dec 

These observations might be extended to a much greater length, but it is hq>ed enough 
has been said to show the difficulties of the subject, and obtain the indulgence of scholarjs.
